SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Take Me From Behind is classified as objectionable except if 
the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 
18 years. 

Take Me From Behind is a colour pictorial publication which presents explicit 
depictions of rear entry vaginal intercourse between different couples. The activity 
presents in a friendly and consensual manner. The text combined with the repeated 
focus of the photographs, demeans the female participants to a limited extent and 
degree by presenting these women as being totally fixated upon the act of rear entry 
vaginal intercourse. A limited number of close focus photographs of genitalia 
dehumanise the participants but these depictions do not dominate the publication as a 
whole. 
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
